No  garden  is  complete  without  the  Narcissus  or  Daffodil,  it 
being  among  the  most  beautiful  and  fragrant  of  our  hardy  spring- 
flow’ering  bulbs,  doing  well  in  almost  all  soils  and  situations,  for 
naturalizing,  planting  among  shrubbery  and  in  informal  beds. 
For  house  or  greenhouse  culture  they  arc  equally  desirable, 
planted  in  pots  or  pans. 

Cultural  Directions.  Owing  to  the  various  sizes  of  the  bulbs 
of  different  varieties,  we  cannot  give  the  exact  depth  to  plant,
